EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

THE  AVON  HOME. 


The  record  of  the  past  year  is  very  encouraging  to  the 
Trustees  of  The  Avon  Home. 

Our  new  house  is  finished  to  our  satisfaction,  and  com¬ 
fortably  furnished  for  its  present  needs.  We  have  sold 
our  property  on  Avon  Place  for  a  moderate  sum,  prefer¬ 
ring  to  do  so  rather  than  to  wait  for  a  larger  offer  for  the 
property,  leaving  the  house  meanwhile  to  general  deterio¬ 
ration.  After  this  sale,  we  still  had  a.  debt  of  two  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  From  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  John  W. 
Randall,  through  the  kindness  of  his  sister,  we  received  ex¬ 
actly  that  amount  ;  and  so  we  can  say  that  we  are  free  from 
debt.  Several  of  the  rooms  have  been  furnished  by  indi¬ 
viduals,  or  by  clubs  as  memorials  of  friends  who  have  been 
interested  in  works  of  charity.  Our  parlor  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  has  been  furnished  by  a  few  friends  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Elizabeth  Paine,  who  was  for  years 
the  President  of  our  board  of  Trustees.  The  room  is  very 
pleasant  and  sunny,  simply  but  suitably  furnished,  and  a 
constant  reminder  of  the  lamented  friend  whom  we  all 
delight  to  honor.  A  room  in  the  second  story  is  furnished 
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by  The  Ladies’  Home  Missionary  Society  connected  with 
Dr.  McKenzie’s  church,  in  memory  of  our  late  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  Mrs.  Jane  C.  Thayer  ;  and  in  this  also  we  have  taken 
great  interest.  The  “  Circle  of  King’s  Daughters,”  and 
the  “  Primary  Class  in  the  Sunday  school  ”  from  the  same 
church  have  honored  their  well-beloved  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Francis  B.  Gilman,  by  a  similar  act  of  devotion  to  his 
memory.  Mrs.  G.  H.  Thurston’s  Sunday-school  Class  has 
given  us  valuable  contributions.  St.  Peter’s  Church  has 
furnished  our  Invalid  Room  most  appropriately,  and  its 
pretty,  tasteful  furniture  will  give  pleasure  to  many  sick 
children  who  have  never  dreamed  of  such  luxury. 

A  circle  of  ladies  called  the  “  Heart’s  Ease  Ten  ”  fur¬ 
nish  a  room  as  a  memorial  of  one  of  their  number  who  was 
greatly  beloved  and  respected,  Dr.  Harriet  Woodward. 

The  first  gift  toward  furnishing  the  new  house  was 
given  two  years  since  by  Mrs.  C.  A.  Pope’s  “  King’s 
Daughters,”  the  second  the  next  year  by  the  H.  M.  S. 
Club  ;  and  the  same  year  a  children’s  “  Fair  on  the  Hill,” 
another  Fair  by  four  little  children  whose  names  we  must 
not  omit,  —  Edith  and  Arthur  Morse,  Annie  Martin,  and 
Holland  Bennett,  —  and  still  a  third  by  two  young  misses 
who  did  most  of  the  work  themselves, —  Eleanor  H.  Jones 
and  Florence  F.  Walker,  —  all  these  added  quite  a  large  sum 
for  our  pressing  needs.  “  In  His  Name  ”  Circle  from  Dr. 
Briggs’s  Society,  “  Scattergood  Circle,”  and  “  The  Crickets  ” 
have  done  for  us  a  like  service ;  and  a  friend  who  does  not 
wish  her  name  given  has  furnished  our  dining-room. 

The  founder  of  our  Home  has  given  to  us  a  very  valua¬ 
ble  farm,  situated  in  Concord,  Massachusetts.  As  soon  as 
our  means  will  allow,  we  hope  to  make  it  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  retreat  for  our  boys  who  become  too  old  for  the 
Cambridge  home.  We  are  not  rich  enough  now  to  extend 
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our  charity,  but  this  opens  a  wide  field  for  our  future 
work,  and  we  have  accepted  the  gift  with  the  greatest  grati¬ 
tude,  hoping  when  a  short  lease  of  the  farm  is  at  an  end, 
we  may  be  able  to  devote  it  to  the  purposes  for  which  it 
was  given.  By  a  vote  of  the  Trustees,  the  place  is  to  be 
called  “  Elmwood.” 

A  lady  who  formerly  owned  the  farm  invited  our  chil¬ 
dren  to  spend  a  day  there  this  summer,  and  matrons  and 
children  returned  in  great  delight  with  their  kind  and 
hospitable  entertainment. 

We  have  now  thirty-four  children  in  the  Home.  Sixteen 
children  have  left  us  this  year,  of  whom  thirteen  have  gone 
to  their  parents  or  other  relatives  ;  one  has  been  re-ad¬ 
mitted,  one  has  gone  to  the  Dorchester  School,  and  one  to 
the  Liversidge  Institute.  There  has  been  only  one  death 
since  our  last  report ;  and  this  child  was  one  who  when  ad¬ 
mitted  was  too  feeble  to  rally,  even  with  the  best  of  care,  — 
an  infant  of  nine  months.  The  health  of  the  children  has 
been  generally  good,  notwithstanding  the  fears  that  the 
state  of  the  Charles  River  might  be  prejudicial  to  the 
health  of  those  living  in  the  neighborhood.  The  large 
play-ground  and  out-door  life  have  done  much  for  the 
health  of  our  little  community. 

Mr.  Hall’s  Sunday  school  gave  us  the  proceeds  of  their 
May-day  Fair,  which  provided  a  Kindergarten  teacher  for 
the  school  vacation,  and  also  enabled  us  to  place  a  per¬ 
manent  roof  over  the  platform  in  the  play-ground,  which 
before  was  only  useful  in  very  pleasant  weather,  or  when 
the  rays  of  the  sun  were  not  too  powerful. 

Our  Avon  Place  neighbors  have  not  forgotten  us ;  and 
Mr.  Mandell  has  again  and  again  given  the  matrons  and 
children  the  use  of  his  carriage,  and  indeed,  on  one  occa¬ 
sion  they  are  indebted  to  him  for  a  long  drive  which  in¬ 
cluded  all  the  children. 
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Christmas  brought  the  usual  interest,  but  if  Miss 
Manson  had  not  kindly  invited  our  little  ones  to  her 
Kindergarten  festivities,  they  would  have  had  no  Christ¬ 
mas  tree  this  year. 

We  would  tender  our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  our  phy¬ 
sicians,  who  give  their  services  promptly  and  kindly.  To 
the  clubs  who  give  us  clothes,  and  to  the  many  people  who 
show  their  interest  by  kind  gifts,  we  would  express  our 
thanks. 

Our  good  Matron  continues  her  interest  in  her  work, 
nothing  daunted  by  the  increased  numbers  ;  and  the  new 
Assistant  Matron  is  an  efficient  and  sympathetic  helper  in 
her  arduous  duties. 

Thus  have  we  been  blessed  and  prospered  during  this 
year,  which  has  been  the  most  important  and  eventful  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Home. 

We  have  many  applications  for  girls  to  be  brought  up  in 
families,  but  the  parents  are  not  willing  to  part  with  them  ; 
so  they  remain  with  us,  with  the  rather  forlorn  hope  that 
the  intemperate  father  will  reform,  or  that  the  poor,  sick 
mother  will  revive  from  Hospital  treatment,  and  be  able  to 
take  care  of  the  children  whom  she  cannot  bear  to  give  up. 

From  all  we  can  learn  from  those  most  interested  in 
penal  and  reformatory  institutions,  we  are  sure  that  pre¬ 
ventive  measures  are  those  which  give  the  greatest  hope, 
that  the  children  must  be  guarded  from  evil,  and  taught  the 
difference  between  right  and  wrong  while  very  young ; 
and  this  we  are  trying  to  do,  —  sometimes  with  great  hope, 
sometimes  with  discouragement ;  but  we  mean  to  per¬ 
severe  as  long  as  we  can  see  that  we  save  even  a  few 
children  from  becoming  dangerous  elements  in  the  social 
life  of  our  city. 

After  taking  these  upward  steps,  and  acknowledging  our 
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indebtedness  to  the  kindness  and  sympathy  of  our  friends, 
we  shall  still  remain  beggars  at  the  doors  of  our  Cam¬ 
bridge  neighbors.  This  ascent  from  the  days  of  small 
things  only  opens  our  vision  to  greater  possibilities  in  our 
work.  We  need  more  annual  subscriptions  to  enable  us  to 

l 

meet  the  current  expenses  for  our  added  numbers.  Some 
of  our  subscribers  have  died,  and  some  have  moved  away 
from  Cambridge,  and  our  subscription  list  has  diminished 
from  natural  causes. 

Until  there  are  no  more  poor  orphan  children,  nor  those 
treated  with  neglect  and  cruelty  in  the  city  of  Cambridge, 
we  cannot  resist  their  clamor  for  admission  to  our  Avon 
Home.

The  Building  Committee  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Avon 
Place  Trustees  submits  the  following  report :  — 

In  the  autumn  of  1889  this  committee  was  appointed  “to  con¬ 
sider  the  subject  of  providing  better  accommodations  for  the 
Avon  Place  Home.” 

The  plan  first  adopted  was  that  of  building  a  larger  house  on 
the  northerly  part  of  the  lot  on  Avon  Hill  Street  and  then  dis¬ 
posing  of  the  old  house,  since  it  was  thought  nearly  impossible 
to  get  funds  sufficient  to  buy  a  new  site  as  well  as  build  a  new 
house.  Plans  were  prepared  and  $19,417  subscribed;  when  in 
June,  1890,  some  of  the  friends  of  the  Home  urged  that  for 
a  new  building  a  larger  lot  should  be  obtained,  in  a  better 
situation. 

After  much  consideration,  70,000  square  feet  of  land  on  Mt. 
Auburn  Street  was  secured,  and  part  of  the  increased  sum 
needed  for  its  purchase  subscribed.  This  change  of  place  ren¬ 
dered  a  change  of  plans  necessary,  which  caused  further  delay, 
so  that  the  work  was  not  begun  till  April,  1891.  The  house 
was  finished  and  occupied  December  1,  in  that  year. 

The  estate  32  Avon  Hill  Street,  with  the  old  house,  was  sold 
July  21,  1892,  and  the  proceeds  used  in  repaying  the  advances 
which  had  been  made  from  the  Permanent  Fund  to  the  Building 
Fund.  The  sum  of  $900  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  which  some 
years  ago  had  been  invested  in  additional  land  on  Avon  Hill 
Street,  is  now  re-invested  in  the  land  on  Mt.  Auburn  Street. 

The  new  Avon  Home  having  been  completed  and  paid  for, 
the  Committee  feels  that  its  work  is  accomplished,  and  asks 
to  be  discharged.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVON  HOME. 


Article  I. 

Name.  —  The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “  The 
Avon  Home.”  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  Home  for 
Children  found  destitute  within  the  limits  of  Cambridge. 

Article  II. 

Membership.  —  The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
seventeen  in  number,  to  be  called  Trustees.  Vacancies  shall 
be  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  by  failure  to  attend  for 
twelve  consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
without  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees.  When  such  failure 
occurs,  the  Trustees  shall  by  vote  record  the  fact,  and  declare 
the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  the  remaining  Trustees.  This  article  of  the  By- 
Laws  shall  not  be  altered,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 

Article  III. 

Officers.  —  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  the  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  at 
some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall 
severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such  officers  ;  and  the 
President,  or  a  committee  previously  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  accounts 
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of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  at  least  once  every  year.  The 
Trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in 
the  transaction  of  business. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  elect,  to  serve  till 
the  next  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisers,  to  consist  of 
five  or  more  persons,  not  Trustees,  who  may  be  called  upon  to 
consult  and  advise  with  the  Trustees,  and  may  be  requested  to 
meet  with  any  of  their  committees  or  to  assist  in  their  work. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings.  —  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
held  at  The  Avon  Home  on  the  second  Friday  in  November,  at 
such  hour  as  the  Trustees  may  appoint.  Regular  meetings  shall 
be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient  place.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  Trustees,  upon 
two  days’  notice,  to  be  given  by  the  Clerk.  Nine  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  seven  Trustees 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V. 

Seal.  —  The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in  form, 
with  the  inscription,  “The  Avon  Home,  Cambridge,  1874,” 
and  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  VI. 

Amendments.  —  These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of  Ar¬ 
ticle  II.,  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Trustees 
at  any  annual  meeting,  or  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  that  a  notice  of 
the  proposed  amendment  has  been  inserted  in  the  call  for  such 
meeting. 


RULES  OF  THE  AVON  HOME. 


I.  In  admitting  destitute  children  to  the  Home,  preference 
shall  be  given  in  the  following  order  :  First ,  to  orphans  and 
foundlings  ;  Secondly ,  to  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  surren¬ 
der  them  to  the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  adoption,  or 
during  minority  ;  and  Thirdly ,  to  those  not  so  surrendered. 

Boys  over  seven  and  girls  over  twelve  years  of  age  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  the  Home  ;  and,  in  general,  boys  over  nine  and 
girls  over  thirteen  shall  not  remain  at  the  Home. 

Any  child  admitted  to  the  home  temporarily,  without  the 
parent  or  guardian  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Corporation,  in 
writing,  for  the  purpose  of  adoption  or  during  minority,  shall  be 
admitted  for  a  definite  time  only  ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time, 
if  the  same  reasons  continue  to  exist,  the  Trustees  may  readmit 
the  child  for  a  further  definite  time,  unless  the  child  is  given  up 
as  above  stated  ;  provided  that,  before  such  second  admission, 
the  parent  or  guardian  shall  sign  a  paper  giving  up  the  child  to 
the  Corporation  for  adoption,  unless  removed  within  six  months 
after  the  end  of  the  designated  period  of  re-admission. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or  should  there  not 
be  two  members  in  the  city,  of  any  three  Trustees,  and  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting  Physician.  The  action  of 
the  Committee  on  Admission  shall  be  reported  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  approval  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  of  the  circumstances.

III.  Every  child  must  be  vaccinated  before  entering  the  Home, 
unless  specially  excused  by  the  Committee  on  Admission. 

IV.  No  child  shall  be  allowed,  except  in  an  emergency,  to  be 
out  of  the  Home  after  7  P.  M.,  without  a  special  written  permit 
from  one  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  the  consent  of  the 
Matron,  previously  obtained. 

V.  All  the  children  shall  attend  the  same  Protestant  Church 
and  Sunday  school,  unless  specially  excused  by  vote  of  the 
Corporation. 

VI.  In  case  of  death,  no  child  shall  be  taken  from  the  Home 
for  burial  without  a  religious  service  being  held  at  the  Home, 
except  with  the  consent  of  one  of  the  Committee  on  Admission, 
who  fully  understands  the  reasons  for  removal. 

VII.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Home  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays,  from  3  to  5 
P.  M.,  and  at  no  other  times,  except  by  a  special  written  permit 
from  one  of  the  Trustees.  The  nursery  and  playroom  only  shall 
be  open  to  the  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children,  except  in 
cases  of  sickness. 

Others  interested  in  the  Home  will  be  welcome  at  any  time. 

VIII.  The  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron  shall  not  be  absent 
from  the  Home  at  the  same  time. 

IX.  At  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
the  President  shall  appoint  the  Monthly  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
year,  arranged  in  two  lists,  those  on  one  list  to  begin  visiting  on 
the  first  of  each  month,  and  those  on  the  other  list  to  begin  on 
the  fifteenth,,  each  to  visit  the  Home  one  month.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Visitors,  during  their  term,  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  twice  a  week,  and  at  various  hours  of  the  day,  to  examine 
all  parts  of  the  house  and  to  report  at  the  regular  meeting,  stating 
the  number  of  children  at  the  Home,  and  the  changes  that  have 
occurred  since  the  last  meeting. 

X.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall  be  as 
follows  :  — 

1.  A  Committee  on  Admission,  who,  in  addition  to  the  duties 
mentioned  above,  shall  keep  a  register  containing  the  names, 
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ages,  and  birthplaces  of  the  children,  date  of  admission,  and  any 
other  information  obtained. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Adoption  and  Discharge,  who  shall  be 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  case  of  every  child  placed  in  the 
Home,  and  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  secure  permanent  homes 
elsewhere  for  those  given  up  to  the  Corporation.  They  shall 
also  continue  to  have  an  oversight  of  all  children  who  have  left 
the  Home,  but  have  not  returned  to  their  parents  or  immediate 
relatives. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  who  shall  have  entire  charge  of 
all  clothing  that  goes  into  the  Home,  and  shall  attend  to  all 
cutting  done  there.  Every  gift  of  clothing  of  any  kind,  if  sent 
first  to  the  Home,  must  be  laid  aside  by  the  Matron,  and  not 
used  till  examined  by  one  of  the  Committee.  Every  gift  of 
goods  or  money  for  clothing  is  to  go  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Provisions  and  House  Supplies,  who  shall 
have  entire  charge  of  that  department.  All  bills'  for  such 
supplies,  after  approval  by  one  of  the  Committee,  are  to  be  paid 
monthly. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Repairs,  who  shall  attend  promptly  to  all 
necessary  repairs,  when  the  amount  to  be  expended  does  not 
exceed  fifty  dollars ;  an  amount  exceeding  that  sum  must  not 
be  expended  without  previously  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
Corporation.' 

6.  A  Committee  on  Investments,  who  shall  advise  with  the 
Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  permanent  and 
other  funds. 

The  Chairman  of  each  Committee  shall  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  a  full  report,  in  writing  if  possible,  of  the  work  of  the 
Committee  for  the  preceding  year. 
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
